WORKMEN HURLEO TO DEATH 


Twciv« Men Killed by Falling Crane 
at Wabfish Bridge, Near Pittsburg, 
Pittpbnrg. Oct. 20.—By the breaking 
of tho ropea carrying flvo beama to 
tholr position. letMng the tons of Iron 
fall upon the movable crane at tho 
Pittsburg 
end of tho 
now Wabash 
bridge b«ing bnllt by the AmDrican 
Bridge Oomnany over the Monongahola 
river, almost a dozen workmen wore 
hurled to death by a fall of more than 
100 feet, striking the water and two 
baixes 
bonoath. 
Eight of tho dead 
have besu rccovorod. 
Five arc seri- 
ously injured. 
Several bodies are yet 
pinned under the wrecked barge. 
The 
part of the bridge extending out over 
the river from the Water street side 
Is a totaJ wreck. 


There were 34 men at work on the 
superstructure of the bridge, and in 
the barge be;ow. from which tho beams 
wore being hoisted by the crane, 75 
fof^t above the river level when tho 
booms 
collapsod. 
Of the men who 
wore in the barge some escaped with 
their lives by jumping Into the river 
the njoinont they heard 
the 
crash 
above. 
Some of the men on the super- 
structure who were engaged in rivet- 
ing nnd handling the ara that wei^ 
lifted from the arge also got off unin- 
jured. 


It was rumored that the 
accident 
was due to an experiment hi the con- 
struct iou of the ridge in order to save 
time.. The rumor had it that this was 
tue first bridge ever built without un- 
derpinning, and (hat the company did 
not 
!Be nny underpinning because it 
was vhought that much time might be 
saved. 


John McTlehe happened to be on the 
IvJonoi/feuii'^l'i wnari, watching the men 
iit work when the accident occurred. 
McTiKhe» in giving a description 
of 
the accident, said: 


"The men were preparing to ram In 
one of the pins on the bridge when 
the accuient took place. Before I knew 
what hp.tl liappened I saw the entire 
top of the 'tiaveler' collapse and the 
next 
minute the men were 
falling 
through 
the 
air. 
It was a terrible 
slr.ht. 
The men turned over and over 
as they fell, and their bodies looked 
rku lip many flie;-i 
One of the men 
' \;ho fe'l from the top of the structure 
alirhted or. his head on the barge and 
rebounded sevr-ral feet, falling

AN AIRSHIP THAT FLIES 


Clgar-Shap«d Machine Hovered Over 
San Fraricisco For Two Hours. 
San Francisco, Oct. 19.--Dr. August 
Gretb. who for a year past has been 
working on an airship, surprised the 
rofiJdc-nfr of San Francisco by sail- 
ing over their heads for two hours, di- 
recting his machine almost at will, 
and demonstrating thot in many es- 
sentials he has solved tho problem of 
aerial navigation. 
Dr. Greth had pre- 
viously tested iiis airship by making 
asconsioii 
with the balloon held cap- 
tive by a long rope, but this was tho 
first time that he had gone skyward 
free. 
The nsnenslon was made from 
a lot almost in the heart of the city, 
and Dr. Greth atti^mpted to encircle a 
towering newspaper ouildiug about a 
mile eastward, but iound th" high cur- 
rents too stix)ng tor his power, and 
then turned in an opiwsite direction. 
The winds carried him oceanward, and

The currents threatened tx) take hlin 
out over the Pacific, and he decided to 
make a landing on the parade ground 
of the Presidio military 
reservation, 
but made the mistake of letting out 
too much gas. and he landed in tho 
bay about 2^0 feet from shore» 
Tho 
crew of the life saving station rescued 
the aeronaut and the flying machine, 
which was little damaged by the un- 
fortunate termination of the voyage.

Twelve Mon Killed by Falling Crane 
at Wabash Bridge, Near Pittsburg, 
Pittsburg, Oct. 20.—By the breaking 
of tho ropes carrying five beams to 
tholr position, letMng the tons of Iron 
fall upon the movable crane at tho 
Piltaburg 
end of tho 
now Wabash 
brid?ie b«!lng built by tho American 
Brld.f^ci Oomoany over the Monongahela 
river, almost a doten workmen wore 
hurled to death by a fall of more than 
100 feet, striking the water and two 
bargees 
bon oath. 
Eight of tho dead 
have been recovorod. 
Five are seri­ 
ously injured. 
Several bodies are yet 
pinned under the wrecked barge. The 
part of the bridge extending out over 
tho river from the Water street side 
Is a totaJ wreck. 
There were 34 men at work on the 
superstructure of the bridge, and in 
tho barge below, from which tho beams 
wore being hoisted by the crane, 75 
fe^t above the river level when the 
booms 
collapsed. 
Of the men w»ho 
wore in the barge some escaped with 
their lives by jumping Into the river 
the moment they heard 
the 
crash 
above. Some of the men on the super­ 
structure who were engaged in rivet­ 
ing nnd handling the ars that weixj 
lifted from the arge also got off unin­ 
jured. 
It was rumored that the 
accident 
was due to an experiment hi the con­ 
struction of the ridge in order to save 
time. The rumor had it that this was 
tne first bridge ever built without un­ 
derpinning, and (hat tho company did 
not !se any underpinning because it 
was thought that much time might be 
saved. 
John McTiche happened to be on the 
Ivionoi/feuii^'l'i wnari, watching the men 
ill work when the accident occurred. 
McTiKhe, in giving a description 
of 
the accident, said: 
''The men were preparing to ram in 
one of the pins on the bridge when 
the accment took place. Before I knew

AN AIRSHIP THAT FLIES 


Clgar*Shap«d Machine Hovered Over 
San Francisco For Two Hours. 
San Francisco, Oct. 19.- -Dr. August 
Greth, who for a year past has been 
working on an airship, surprised the 
roRldonfr of San Francisco by sail­ 
ing over their heads for two hours, di­ 
recting his machine almost at will, 
and demonstrating thot in many es­ 
sentials he has solved tho problem of 
aerial navigation. 
Dr. Greth had pre­ 
viously tested ills airship by making 
asconsioii with the ])Glloon held cap­ 
tive by a long rope, but this was tho 
first time that he had gone skyward 
free. 
The ascension was made from 
a lot almost in tho heart of the city, 
and Dr. Greth atti*»mpted to encircle a 
towering newspaper ouildiug about a 
mile eastward, but iound th^* high cur­ 
rents too sti'ong lor his power, and 
then turned in an opixDsite direction. 
The winds carried him oceanward, and 
for a time he hovered over tho vicinity 
of the Golden Gate, making various 
successful trials of his steering gear. 
The currents threatened tx) take him 
out over the Pacific, and he decided to 
make a landing on the p;^rade ground 
of the Presidio military reservation, 
but made the mistake of Jetting out 
too much gas, and he landed In tho 
bay about 2^0 feet from shore.

crew of the life saving station rescued 
the aeronaut and the flying machine, 
which was little damaged by the un* 
fortunate termination of the voyage.

The Makiiiip of Books. 
The value of trees in the matter of 
books Is a subject that has a bearing 
upon the much-discussed question pf 
reafforestation. 
Books are made of paper, and al­ 
though it is commonly supposed that 
paper comes from x*ags, as a matter 
of fact most of the paper used foij 
books is made from wood pulp, and 
this, of course, is made from trees. 
The total sale of nine popular novels 
has been given as 1,600,000 volumes; 
and, taking the average weight of 
each as being twenty ounces, we ar­ 
rive at a total of 2,000,000 pounds of 
paper. 
An average spruce tree, from which 
the pulp is made, provides about half 
a cord of wood, which represents 5o0 
pounds of papei’, so that the nine 
works of fiction were responsible for 
using up no fewer than 4000 forest 
trees. We have thus thrown upon tho 
forests of the world, says Chambers' 
Journal, an enormous strain which 
cannot be met unless replanting on a 
great scale is proceeded with as the 
mature trees are cut down.

Parmly was in at the death, forty 
years ago, of the last elk In Pennsyl­ 
vania, which was followed from Flag 
Swamp, in Elk County, to the head 
waters of the Clarion River, and killed 
there by Parmly, Indian Jim Jacobs, 
Seth Nelson and George Parker. 
Parmly leaves many descendants in 
Steuben and other southern tier coun­ 
ties.—New York Sun.

OREENr^BLACk 
AND ALL 
KINDS 
FROM THE SAME BUSH. 


Scltntifie Mtthod 
of 
Making—Th« 


DItferencet Art In tht Time Taken 
for Curing—Trtt Not a Natlvt of 
China. 
Many years ago it was believed that 
there were two kinds of tea sbruba, 
one producing green tea and the other 
black» and this Idea was handed down 
in cyclopediafi and articles 
on tea 
writers, none of whom probably ever 
flaw a tea tree or knew anything of 
the manufacture of tea. 


The fact is. there ia only one gtonua 
ct plant, Camella Thelfera, irom which 
the tea 
of 
commerce 
it produced, 
though there are many species pro- 
duced by difference in soil, climate, 
hybridization 
and 
cultivation. 
All 
tha 
different 
kinds 
of tea—green, 
black, golden 
tips, Pekoe, 
Oolong, 
Soochong, Bohea, etc.—are made from 
the same bush. Pure 
green tea is 
made by quickly drying the leaves al- 
tar they are plucked, and black tea ia 
produced from 
the same 
kind 
of 
leaves by drying them after they have 
buen withered and allowed to ferment 
or ripen for a short tim# In a heated 


Pure green tea can be made by roll- 
""Ing the leaves on a board In the sun 
or in a bowl or pan over a fire until 
they are thoroughly dried and their 
color would be that of fresh 
mown 
dried grass as cut by a lawn mower. 
^Oreen tea is not such because of iti 
oolcr, but on account 
of its unripe- 
Beas, as it has all the astringent, bit- 
^.tar Qualities that unripe 
dried fruit 
c,.would have. 
- In making black tea a longer time is 
reQuired. The leaf la flrat wilted or 
Withered/ and then left for a time in 


warm room to ferment 
This could 
be done by throwing the leaves in a 
pile, but this process 
would be un- 
'egual, as the inner part would be fer- 
mented too much and the outer layers 
none at all, and there 
would be no 
itmiformity. i ^ .. , y 
; The modern'scientific method is to 
%ilt the leaves in it machine by fueans 
of a slow fire, then to place the wilted 
leaves 
in shallow 
bamboo 
trays, 
placed in a room where the heat la 
from 110 degrees to 130 degrees. 
By 
placing the leaves in traya all 
are 
equally affected bz the heat. 
During 
thia sUge the greatest watclifulneaa 
ftaa to b#-siven leet^the leaves being 
ttnder are overfenpented« as on this 
depends the value c^ black tea, in the 
same degree as fruit might 
not be 
ripe encugh or too ripe to 
suit the 
taste.'

As a good illustr4tiôn of tbe differ- 
ence between Qure, green and black 
tea^ 'take clover grass. Any one who 
,àas tasted green clover as it is grow- 
ing in the field knows that it has a 
|>itter, astringent 
taste, not at all 
pleasant. Dry this' grass Qulckly, so 
that its colors remtins green, and it 
frill have the same unpleasant flavor. 
Take some of the grass after it has 
fermented and turned black and dried 
aa hay, and it will have a sweet, agree- 
able flavor, and one is not surprised 
that cattle enjoy it. Any farmer will 
$ay 'that to make good clover hay it 
must sweat in the ^Cock or winrow be- 
lore it is gathered in. All 
he may 
loiow about it is that his grandfather 
father said so. In the sweating or 
fermentation a chemical change takes 
place, the starch becomes sugar, and 
(he hay is nutritious and pellatable. 
* For a long time 
it was 
supposed 
that the tea 
tree was 
a native 
of 
China, when so little 
was known in 
the western world about 
tea and its 
manufacture. There 
is much igno- 
rance still about it, as I have 
been 
asked if we sow the plant every year. 
If we mow It with a scythe, or could 
we harvest 
It with 
a reaper. 
The 
Thea Camellia is a tree sometimes 40 
feet high, and a foot in diameter, as 
it is found in the forests of As&am, in 
India. 
It is now conceded that here 
hati been its native home, whence 
the seed or 
plants 
were 
taken to 
China across the mountains and thence 
to Japan. 
In the forest 
it grows to 
wood, with 
few 
laurel-like, 
large, 
tpugh leaves, 
For a plantation only 
young, tender leaves are desired. 


The seedR, in appearance like hazel- 
nuts, aro sown In a nursery. 
V/hile 
they are growing the acreage is pre- 
pared by frequent digging and terrac- 
ing, as the best plantations are on the 
hillsides. 
Holes are dug four or five 
feet apart each way, ready for the lit- 
tle trees.% When these ^re about one 
foot higl^ thQy are transplanted from 
the nupary. 
They are'carefully pro- 
tected and shielded 
from 
the sun. 
They are pruned 
with a 
knife 
or 
shears, and not allowed to grow more 
than two antl one-half ' to three feet 
high. They remalfied dwarfed trees,, 
the top one- mass of' small trenches' 
and the stem 
at the age. of 
years 
not more than thre^'Juohes in diame- 
ter. During the 
first 
two years no 
leaves are plucked. 


In the third year perhaps 50 pounds 
of tea may be gathered from an acre. 
When the plantation has arrived at 
maturity from 500 to £00 pounds of 
tea may be gathered irom an acre. 


The season commeuaes 
in March^ 
and lasts till November. 
During this 
time there* are from,. Kep, ,to 
fifteen 
aproutlngs or "flushes/' as the growth 


of tke young twig« 
ia called. Trrm 
these the young leave« are picked, ac- 
cording to the kind of tea desired. It 
the finest, the Httle tips at the top of 
the twig, only a few hours old, making 
tea costing from |20 to 1100 a pound; 
then the next leaf below for flowing 
Pekoe; still further down Pekoe, Oo- 
long, Soochong and aown to the long, 
harder leaf, Bohea. The 
old leaves 
are not pluckcd, as they are withered, 
and to pluck them would injure the 
tree. 
The flowers are 
never used, 
though beautiful enough to adorn a 
bride's hair. 
When seed is not de- 
sired the flowers are plucked from the 
tree and thrown away. 


Since the tea industry has been as- 
sumed by Europeans during the last 30 
years in India and Ceylon, inventors 
have been at work, and various ma- 
chines have been constructed for every 
process except that of 
plucking the 
leaves. It would be as difllcult 
to 
pick tea leaves as it would be to gath- 
er raspberries with a machine. 


This is cleanly done. IDach picker 
has a little basket and plucks each 
leaf with thumb and forefinger. The 
different machines are for withering, 
rolling, drying, sifting and packing. 
With them there Is scarcely any hand 
work on the leaves. The 
European 
tea houses are models of cleanliness. 
Bread In the best furnished 
bakeries 
could not be more cleanly than the tea 
produced on these plantations. 


The tea industry in India and Cey- 
lon ia almost entirely in the bands of 
Europeans most of them well educat- 
ed and all experienced in their busi- 
ness. 
They have made as much or 
more advancement in the making of 
tea aa there has been improvement in 
the dairy 
industry 
in the 
United 
SUtes. 
, In mentioning green tea I used the 
adjective pure, for there can be pure 
green tea, though as unfit for drink* 
ing as bitter green fruit when dried 
would be for eating. 
There is scarce- 
ly any pure green tea in the 
market 
One reason for this is that among the 
Chinese each family has its own 
tea 
plat and makes up the product which 
is sold to dealers, who find it neces* 
sary to use coloring matter to give the 
various batches a uniform color, and 
make it fit for a foreign market. 


Another reason is that the Chinese 
being a frugal people, wasting nothing 
after steeping leaves for their own use 
dry and color the 
grounds 
for the 
American market, for no colored green 
teas are admitted 
in the Eijropean 
market, and but little pure green tea 
is used there. The Chinese 
them- 
selves never use colored teas, and it 
is stated by the best authority that 
seven-eighths of all the tea exported 
from China is colored and 
made in 
Japan, for if there is no colored Japan 
tea, why the frequent use of the word 
uncolored by dealers and users when 
speaking of Japan tea? No one ever 
heard of uncolored Indian 
or Ceylon 
tea.—Chicago Tribune.

Houseboats on the Mississippi. 


There is an especial charm 
about 
life on a houseboat on the Mississippi. 
Unlike houseboats on most bodies of 
water, they can land whenever they 
will and enjoy any chance pleasure by 
the way. Cities are in easy reach, and 
even a theatre party can be indulged 
in at short notice. 
Between St. Paul 
and St. Louis seven magnificent rivers 
can be reached 
by 
boats 
passing 
through more than that number of 
states. 


From La Crosse to St. Louis house- 
boats meet the eye every few mo- 
ments. At every town along the river 
one sees boats lying on the shore. They 
are usually moored in little bays with 
their launches alongside and shaded 
by the overhanging branches of trees. 
When a steamer passes the occupants 
appear at the doors and windows, and 
sometimes go to the upper deck to 
wave their greetings. 
The water is 
very high at present and the boats 
fit in so perfectly that the lovely green 
foUage seems to have grown in antici- 
pation of the coming of each particular 
boat.

CONCERNING FLIES. 


The common house fly is, above all 
things else, a scavenger. 
No doubt 
the flies were intended to serve a good 
purpose by destroying filth and waste, 
but in their work they are liable to 
do serious harm, to say nothing of the 
constant annoyance which they cause. 
It is believed that files are effective 
disseminators of disease germs. Com- 
ing, we will suppose, from a heap of 
offal which contains the germs of ty- 
phoid fever, they enter the dwelling 
house and light upon some article of 
food- la it not reasonable to suppose 
that they may bring with them some 
of the minute organisms which de- 
velop this destructive disease? If the 
fly could be conflned to his proper 
place, which, as I aaid in the begin- 
ning, is that of a scavenger, he would 
serve a valuable purpose; but, like 
some human beings, he may cause 
much trouble when he goes outside 
his appointed spherf^r The flies should 
be kept outside of the house as com- 
pletely as possible.''Jt)y closely screen- 
Ing doors and window». For destroy- 
ing flies after they once enter the 
bouse I recommend the common wire 
"spatter," which may be bought for 
a nickel, as safer than placing poison 
or even fly paper in the room.—Phil- 
adelphia Becord. 


TO DO UP LACE CURTAINS. 


To do up lace curtains satisfactorily, 
says the Country Gentleman, when 
taken down pin them to the line for 
a few minutes, so that the wind will 
blow out the dust. 
After the loose 
dust hnfl been shaken out put them to 
soak (if very smoky) In lukewarm 
suds for one hour, squeete them out 
by band and place them in a hot 
suds made from good soap. 
Rinse 
up and down by hand until all soil it 
removed. 
Run them through a slack 
clothes wringer and place them in a 
tab of clear warm water. 
If they are 
to be pure white, they are now ready 
for the bluing, but those who wish 
them cream color may add clear fil- 
tered coffee. Instead of using starch 
to stiffen them they will look more 
like new ones if gum arable is used. 
Upon a teaspoonful of gum broken 
into little bits pour a cupful of warm 
water and stir until dissolved. 
To 
every quart of water add two tea- 
spoonfuls of the mixture. 
Wring out 
carefully 
through 
a 
loose 
clothes 
wringer. In a sunny spot in the yard 
have the quilting frames extended, 
and a clean sheet pinned taut over 
them. 


In order to work to advantage it 1» 
better for two to shake and spread 
one curtain at a time. 
They should 
be gently stretched both ways and 
pinued in each scallop. 
Allow each 
curtain to remain until perfectly dry. 
A» fast as dry spread out flat on a 
sheet on the floor over night in a per- 
fectly dry atmosphere.

and add more sugar if needed. 
Serve 
with crushed ice in glasses.

Boil one quart of vinegar with two 
pounds of sugar, two ounces of cloves 
and the rind of one lemon peeled thin- 
ly. 
Tie the spice in a bit of cheese- 
cloth. 
Simmer for twenty minutes. 
When boiling pour over the K'ht'rrii^s. 
cover closely and let stand until the 
next day, then drain off tiie juice and 
boi! again; repeat this twice and seai. 
These are delieiouu, well flavored and 
may be served with cold meat.

Many years ago it was believed that 
there were two kinds of tea shruba, 
one producing green tea and the other 
black» and this idea was handed down 
In cyclopediafi and articles 
on tea 
writers, none of whom probably ever 
saw a tea tree or knew anything ot 
the manufacture of tea. 
The fact Is, there is only one genua 
of plant, Camelia Theifera, from which 
the tea of commerce it produced, 
though there are many apecles pro­ 
duced by difference in soil, climate, 
hybridization 
and 
cultivation. All 
th* 
different 
kinds 
of tea—green, 
black, golden 
tips. Pekoe, 
Oolong, 
Soochong, Bohea, etc.—are made from 
the same bush. Pure 
green tea Is 
made by quickly drying the leaves ai> 
t*r they are plucked, and black tea la 
produced from 
(he aame 
kind 
of 
leaves by drying them after they have 
been withered and allowed to ferment 
Of ripen for a ahort timo in a heated 
^.room. 
Pure green tea can be made by roll» 
'^Ing the leaves on a board in the sun 
or in a bowl or pan over a fire until 
they are thoroughly dried and their 
color would be that of freah 
mown 
dried grass as cut by a lawn mower. 
'Oreen tea is not such because ot ita 
eolcr, but on account ot Ita unrlpe- 
«eaa, as it has all the astringent, bit- 
yter qualities that unripe 
dried trult 
c„would have. 
In making black tea a longer time la 
.'required.' The leaf la flrat wilted or 
'withered,'and then left for a time In 
;a warm room to ferment This could 
be done by throwing the leaves In a 
pile, but this process 
would be un- 
’«qual, as the inner part would be fer­ 
mented too much and the outer layers 
none at all. and there would be no 
itmiformity. > , ,, , y 
' The modern * scientific method la to 
<%r|it the leaves In tt machine by iueans 
of a slow fire, then to place the wilted 
leaves 
in shallow 
bamboo 
trays, 
placed in a room where the heat U 
from 110 degrees to 130 degrees. By 
placing the leaves in traya all 
are 
equally affected bz the heat. During 
this stage the greateat waichfulneaa 
lUM to b«'Clven' lest'vthe leaves being 
ander are overfermented, as on this 
depends the value 
black tea, in the 
same degree aa trult might 
not be 
ripe enough or too ripe to 
ault the 
taste.'^ 
As a good lllustratlbn ot the differ­ 
ence between pure. green and black 
teo^'take clover grass. Any one who 
.iuM tasted green clover aa it la grow- 
l»g In the field knowa that It has a 
|>ltter, astringent 
taate, not at all 
pleasant. Dry this' grass quickly, so 
that ita color-' remains green, and it 
frin have the same unpleasant flavor. 
Take some of'the graaa after it has 
fermented and turned black and dried 
aa hay, and it will have a sweet, agree­ 
able flavor, and one is not surprised 
that cattle enJoy.it. Any farmer will 
gay 'that to make good clover hay It 
Duat sweat In the,Cock or winrow be­ 
fore .it is gather^ in. All 
he may 
Imow about it Is that his grandfather 
' or father said so. In the sweating or 
fermentation a chemical change takes 
place, the starch becomes sugar, and 
(he bay is nutritious and pallatable. 
’ For a long time it was supposed 
that the tea 
tree was a native of 
China, when so Uttlo 
was known in 
the western world about tea and Its 
manufacture. There 
is much Igno- 
n n ce still about It, as I have been 
aaked if we sow the plant every year. 
If we mow it with a scythe, or could 
■we harvest 
It with 
a reaper. The 
Thea Camellia is a tree sometimes 40 
feet high, and a foot in diameter, as 
It-Is found in the forests of Assam, in 
India. It is now conceded that here 
hats been Its native home, whence 
the seed or plants 
were taken to 
China across the mountains and thence 
to Japan. In the forest it grows to 
wood, with 
few 
laurel-llke. 
largo, 
tpugh leaves, 
For a plantation only 
young, tender leaves are desired. 
The seeds, in appearance like hazel­ 
nuts, are sown in a nursery. While 
they are growing the acreage Is pre­ 
pared by frequent digging and terrac­ 
ing, as the best plantations are on the 
hillsides. Holes are dug four or flve 
feet apart each way, ready for the lit­ 
tle trees.. When these ^re about one 
foot high they are transplanted from 
the nu^B®ry. They ’ are 'carefully pro­ 
tected and shielded 
from 
the sun. 
They are pruned 
with a knife 
or 
shears, and not allowed to grow more 
than two anti one-half ' to three feet 
high. They remalped ^warfftd trees,, 
the top one- mass of’ small trenches' 
and the stem at the age of ^0 years 
not more than three'jnqhes in diame­ 
ter. During the first 
two years no 
leaves are plucked. 
In the third year perhaps 50 pounds 
of tea may he gathered from an aero. 
When the plantation has arrived at 
maturity from 500 to 800 
pounds of 
tea may be gathered from an acre. 
The season ccmineuaes 
in March, 
and lasts till November. During this 
time there- are from^ tep xo 
fifteen 
sproutings or “flushes," as the growth 


of the young twigs 
Is called. ProM 
these the young leaves are picked, ao> 
cording to the kind of tea desired. It 
the finest, the little tips at the top of 
the twig, only a few hours old, making 
tea costing from |20 to 1100 a pound; 
then the next lest below for flowing 
Pekoe: still further down Pekoe, Oo­ 
long, Soochong and aown to the long, 
harder leaf, Bohea. The 
old leaves 
are not plucked, as they are withered, 
and to pluck them would Injure the 
tree. The flowers are 
never used, 
though beautiful enough to adorn a 
bride’s hair. When seed Is not de­ 
sired the flowers are plucked from the 
tree and thrown away. 
Since the tea industry has been as- 
Butned by Europeans during the last 30 
years in India and Ceylon, inventors 
have been at work, and various ma­ 
chines have been constructed for every 
process except that of 
plucking the 
leaves. It wotild be aa difllcult 
to 
pick tea leaves as it would be to gath­ 
er raspberries with a machine. 
This Is cleanly done. IDach picker 
has a little basket and plucks each 
leaf with thumb and forefinger. The 
different machines are for withering, 
rolling, drying, sifting and packing. 
With them there is scarcely any hand 
work on the leaves. The European 
tea houses are models of cleanliness. 
Bread in the best furnished bakeries 
could not be more cleanly than the tea 
produced on these plantations. 
The tea industry in India and Cey­ 
lon Is almost entirely In the hands ot 
Europeans most of them well educat­ 
ed and all exoerlenced in their busi­ 
ness. They have made as much or 
more advancement in the making ot 
tea as there htw been Improvement in 
the dairy 
industry 
in the 
United 
States. 
. In mentioning green tea I used the 
adjective pure, tor there can be pure 
green tea. though as unfit tor drink­ 
ing as bitter green fruit when dried 
would be for eating. There is scarce­ 
ly any pure green tea in the market 
One reason tor this is that among the 
Chinese each family has Its own tea 
plat and makes up the product which 
U sold to dealers, who find it neces­ 
sary to use coloring matter to give the 
various batches a uniform color, and 
make it fit for a foreign market 
Another reason Is that the Chinese 
being a frugal people, wasting nothing 
after steeping leaves for their own use 
dry and color the 
grounds 
tor the 
American market, tor no colored green 
teas are admitted 
In the Bijropean 
market, and but little pure green tea 
is used there. The Chinese 
them­ 
selves never use colored teas, and it 
is stated by the best authority that 
seven-eighths of all the tea exported 
from China is colored and made in 
Japan, tor it there is no colored Japan 
tea, why the frequent use of the word 
uncolored by dealers and users when 
speaking of Japan tea? No one ever 
heard of uncolored Indian or Qeylon 
tea—Chicago Tribune.

Houseboats on the Mississippi. 
There is an especial charm 
about 
life on a houseboat on the Mississippi. 
Unlike houseboats on most bodies ot 
water, they can land whenever they 
will and enjoy any chance pleasure by 
the way. Cities are in easy reach, and 
even a theatre party can be indulged 
in at short notice. Between St. Paul 
and S t Louis seven magnificent rivers 
can be reached 
by 
boats 
passing 
through more than that number ol 
states. 
From La Crosse to St. Louis house­ 
boats meet the eye every few mo­ 
ments. At every town along the river 
one sees boats lying on the shore. They 
are usually moored in little bays with 
their launches alongside and shaded 
by the overhanging branches of trees. 
When a steamer passes the occupants 
appear at the doors and windows, and 
sometimes go to the upper deck to 
wave their greetings. 
The water is 
very high at present and the boats 
fit in so perfectly that the lovely green 
foliage seems to have grown in antici­ 
pation of the coming of each particular 
boat.

CONCERNING FLIES. 
The common house fly is, above all 
things else, a scavenger. 
No doubt 
the flies were Intended to serve a good 
purpose by destroying filth and waste, 
but In their work they are liable to 
do serious harm, to say nothing ot the 
constant annoyance which they cause. 
It is believed that flies are effective 
disseminators ot disease germs. Com­ 
ing, we will suppose, from a heap of 
offal which contains the germs of ty­ 
phoid fever, they enter the dwelling 
house and light upon some article ot 
food. Is it not reasonable to suppose 
that they may bring with them some 
ot the minute organisms which de­ 
velop this destructlTe disease? It the 
fly could be confined to his proper 
place, which, as 1 said in the begin­ 
ning, is that ot a scavenger, he would 
serve a valuable purpose; but, like 
some human beings, he may cause 
much trouble when he goes outside 
his appointed aphery.rr -The flies should 
be kept outside of the house as com­ 
pletely as possible {Jl)y closely screen­ 
ing doors and windiows. For destroy­ 
ing flies after they once enter the 
house I recommend the common wire 
“spatter," which may be bought for 
a nickel, as safer than placing poison 
or even fly paper in the room.—Phil­ 
adelphia Becord.

TO DO UP LACE CURTAINS. 
To do up lace curtains satisfactorily, 
says the Country Gentleman, when 
taken down pin them to the line for 
a few minutes, so that the wind will 
blow out the dust. 
After the loose 
dust hi^s been shaken out put them to 
soak (it very smoky) in lukewarm 
suds tor one hour, squeete them out 
by hand and place them in a hot 
suds made from good soap. 
Rinse 
up and down by band until all soil ii 
removed. Run them through a slack 
clothes wringer and place them In a 
tub of clear warm water. If they are 
to be pure white, they are now ready 
tor the bluing, but those who wish 
them cream color may add clear fil 
tered coffee. Instead ot using starch 
to stiffen them they will look more 
like new ones if gum arable is used 
Upon a teaspoonful of gum broken 
into little bits pour a cupful of warm 
water and stir until dissolved. 
To 
every quart of water add two tea 
spoonfuls of the mixture. 
Wring out 
carefully through 
a 
loose 
clothes 
wringer. In a sunny spot In the yard 
have the quilting frames extended, 
and a clean sheet pinned taut over 
them. 
In order to work to advantage It 1» 
better for two to shake and spread 
one curtain at a time. 
They should 
be gently stretched both ways and 
pinned in each scallop. 
Allow each 
curtain to remain until perfectly dry. 
A* fast as dry spread out flat on a 
sheet on the floor over night in a per­ 
fectly dry atmosphere.

Rhubarb Sherbert—Wash one bunch 
of rhubarb. 
Cut it in pieces, put In 
a saucepan over the fire with one 
quart of water and cook slowly until

Strain 
and add more sugar if needed. Kerve 
with crushed ice in glasses. 
Spiced Cherries—?>elect fine large 
cherries. Wash and drain five pounds. 
Boil one quart of vinegar with two 
pounds of sugar, two ounces of cloves 
and the rind of one lemon peeled thin­ 
ly. 
Tie the spice in a bit of chee.se- 
cloth. 
Simmer for twenty minutes. 
^^’hen boiling pour over tiie <c*ht*iT]cs. 
cover closely and let stand until the 
next day, then drain off the Juice nud 
boil again; repeat this twice and seai. 
These are deilciouo, well flavored and 
may be served with cold meat.

A 
live stock Insurance agent is one who 
insures hoi'ses, do.sis, cows, sheep, mon­ 
keys, lions, snakes, elephants, tigers, 
bears, sebras, leopards, armadllloes, 
hyenas, vultures, springbok, gnus— 
anything, in fact, that comes in hit 
way. 
The man charges high rates, 
and he makes money.

property responsibility—upon morals; though the thought would 
perhaps have been traced back to Dr. Watts, had he written his lines '*Satan 
finds some mischief still for Idle hearts to do." 
But it has only been very 
recently that groat fortunes, huge incomes, have generally existed without 
the sobering influences of the duties and cares of a landed proprietor, or tho 
tests and training to character that result from the direct nianngonieut 
of the toiling masses that create the "wealth enjoyed. Hence, ou the one side, 
frivolous exi>endlture; 
on the other, tlie growls—increasingly audible—of a 
socialist proletariat. 
Even tho absentee landlord—whose sins, of commission 
and omission, have been proverbial—had ot least his roots In the soil, some- 
where. 
But the absentee .stockholder, his (or hqr) very coupous cut for him 
by some patient attorney, flaunts like an orchid, rootless and fruiUcss, above 
the golden air of Wall Street. 


Nor js it only that our millionaires, their millions once acquired (be it 
from a mighty Iron-master, cotton-spinner, sugar-baker, a luckj^ prospcctor, 
or a speculative parent), and duly funded, have now no care to make their 
wealth, no care in Iceeping it, no care for those who earn tho income on It. 
They have no touch -with humanity. 
Our intelligent foreigner in Newport 
eamiot have failed to note how curiously exotic are many of the persons, the 
younger persons, born and bred there. 
American young ladies of tlie Middle 
West lai'e said to look to our "smart" set, as copiously reported lu the Suuday 
neAvspapcrs, for their model—Ave remember even a young gentleman, of 
Mr. Richard Harding Davis's, who carried the portrait of one such -well- 
advertised young lady, quite unknown to him. within his watchcase—but the 
members of tliat set r.ever look at America. 
Its -women, most of tliem, have

Passions which do not 
wreck lives are simply nasty. 


That ifl why, as it seems to us, the spending of great fortunée, without re- 
sponsibility and without Intelligence, by persons witliout a mind for the lilgher 
enjoyments of life, is in great part a cause of our numerous divorces. 
The 
newly rich, the idle spenders, are like a shallow soil too thickly fertilized, too 
suddenly exposed in the forcing-house of prosperity.

How effective a force this educated public opinion may 
be In guiding the course of the Czar perhaps he alone can tell, but In this ago 
that force is one that cannot be neglected. There is then a certain kind of 
party life possible, even in Russia; not at all such as we know in constitutional 
and parliamentary countries, but something that is not to be neglected as a 
political force in relation to the Czar. 
But there is another serious liqiitatlon upon the power of the Czar to 
accomplish even his most beneficent and enlightened wllf. He has for an in* 
strument not a progressive and enlightened, people, trained in self-manage­ 
ment. The great mass of the Russian people, as a result of the climate au(i 
physiography of their country and of the course of their history, are a dull 
peasantry who have not yet learned to bear themselves as men. It is this Inerf 
mass that constitutes the gi’eat Internal problem of Russia, holds the country 
In check, and deceives many calculations that are based upon the brllliau| 
diplomacy and statesmanship of the men who serve the Czar as counselors.— 
Chautauquan.
